PREMIER — The  very  best  extra  early  variety  and  the  best  money-maker  of  all 
the  early  varieties,  will  do  well  in  any  soil  or  climate,  but  the  better  the  soil  and  the 
better  the  care  you  give  them  the  larger  the  profit  they  w'ill  return.  They  are  very- 
productive,  producing  more  quarts  of  fancy  berries  per  acre  than  any  other  variety 
we  have  ever  known.  The  fruit  ripens  early  and  bears  through  a  very  long  season. 
They  make  an  abundant  plant  growth  for  a  good  fruiting  bed,  heavy  bedders  of  nice 
strong  plants.  The  berries  are  beautiful  in  appearance  being  uniform  in  shape  and  a 
glossy  rich  red  with  a  bright  green  cap,  which  will  be  green  at  the  end  of  the  sea¬ 
son,  this  is  one  reason  why  Premier  always  brings  fancy  prices.  Premier  is  almost 

frost  proof  and  in  sections  where  late  frosts  made  it  unprofitable  to  raise  early  ber¬ 
ries  Premier  is  now  grown  with  great  success,  returning  larger  profits  than  the  late 
vai-ieties  formerly  grown.  The  fruit  of  Premier  is  very  large  and  stay  so  till  the 
end  of  the  season,  firm  enough  to  stand  shipment  to  distant  markets  in  fine  condi¬ 
tion,  and  the  flavor  and  quality  cannot  be  surpassed.  The  foliage  is  very  heavy, 
this  is  necessary  for  a  variety  to  be  an  extra  heavy  producer.  From  our  experience 
Premier  is  the  best  early  variety  for  home  garden,  local  market,  or  for  the  large 
grower  Avho  ships  to  distant  markets,  and  we  believe  they  will  return  larger  profits 
than  any  variety  yet  inti'oduced. 

HOWARD  NO.  17 — This  berry  is  exactly  the  same  as  Premier.  We  have  kept  our 
original  stock  separate  for  those  who  wish  to  try  it  for  themselves,  but  we  know  it 
is  the  same  in  every  respect.  No  higher  place  can  be  given  it. 

BIG  JOE — Also  known  as  Joe  Johnson.  One  of  the  best,  if  not  the  best,  of  the 

mid-season  to  late  varieties,  and  the  kind  to  plant  if  you  want  a  big  crop  of  fancy 
berries.  The  plants  are  exceedingly  vigorous  and  make  fine  fruiting  beds  on  any 
soil  that  will  produce  strawberries.  Makes  good  under  nearly  all  conditions.  Berries 
t>re  firm,  bright  red  in  color,  almost  perfect  in  shape,  of  very  large  size  and  produced 
in  great  abundance  for  so  large  a  berry.  Sells  for  top  prices.  It  is  a  fine  table  berry, 
and  I  can  recommend  it  for  home  use  or  for  distant  market.  For  profit,  plant  Big 
Joe;  it  is  distinctly  a  money-maker. 

CORSICAN — Mid-season.  Very  large  and  productive,  of  a  rich  melting  flavor, 
plants  strong  and  well  rooted.  Extensively  grown  in  the  northern  states. 

CHESAPEAKE — Late.  One  of  the  handsomest  and  best  flavored  varieties.  Near¬ 
ly  as  late  as  Gandy,  larger  and  just  as  firrn,  much  more  productive  and  without 
green  tips.  Berries  are  uniform  in  size  and  shape  and  are  bright  crimson  in  color. 

PARSON’S  BEAUTY  (Gibson) — Mid-season.  The  varieties  are  identical,  being 
grown  in  some  sections  under  one  name  and  in  others,  under  the  other  name.  They 
produce  large  quantities  of  high  quality  berries  which  are  deep  red  in  color  and  part 
easily  from  the  cap,  making  them  very  fine  for  canning  and  preserving. 

SENATOR  DUNLAP — Early  mid-season.  A  reliable  market  berry.  One  that 
succeeds  in  all  parts  of  the  country.  Very  productive.  Fruit  is  medium  to  large, 
very  firm  and  attractive. 

SUCCESS — Early  mid-season,  a  very  good  one  for  home  use  or  nearby  market; 
fruit  is  large  to  extra  large — bright  scarlet  color;  flavor  is  mild,  sweet  and  rich. 

R  IDG  ELY — A  very  fine  early  variety.  The  plants  are  splendid  growers.  Large 
and  healthy,  with  tall  bluff,  coarse  foliage  and  heavy  rooted.  In  productiveness  it 
equals  the  most  productive  varieties  and  the  fruit  is  large  and  very  firm.  The  color 
is  a  rich  dark  glossy  red  and  the  fruit  of  excellent  quality. 


FALL  OR  EVERBEARING  STRAWBERRIES 


Everbearing  Strawberries  have  been  produced  successfully  wherever  spring-bear¬ 
ing  varieties  are  grown.  The  plants  are  set  just  like  other  strawberries;  they  are 
hoed,  cultivated  and  fertilized  just  as  other  varieties.  For  best  results,  the  blossoms 
should  be  kept  pinched  off  until  the  last  of  June,  or  middle  of  July.  About  August  1, 
you  can  commence  picking  fruit  and  continue  to  get  it  until  freezing  weather.  The 
second  year,  the  plants  will  fruit  in  the  spring  and  if  seasonable,  will  continue  to 
fruit  all  through  the  summer  and  early  fall  months.  If  you  neglected  to  set  some 
plants  last  Spring,  so  as  to  have  some  fruiting  beds  this  Spring,  the  everbearers, 
planted  this  Spring  will  bear  you  a  crop  of  berries  the  first  year,  ONLY  A  FEW 
WEEKS  AFTER  THE  PLANTS  ARE  SET.  If  the  ground  is  rich  and  moist,  these 
can  be  allowed  to  commence  fruiting  earlier  than  August  1,  so  that  you  can  have 
strawberries  all  through  the  season,  as  well  as  in  the  fall.  No  investment  you  could 
make  will  give  the  whole  family  more  satisfaction  and  pleasure  than  a  plot  of  these 
berries. 

Under  good  conditions  one  everbearing  plant  set  in  spring  should  produce  about 
one  quart  of  berries  during  the  summer  and  early  fall. 


MASTODON — The  only  everbearing  variety  that  has  much  chance  of  being  pro¬ 
fitable,  commercially.  It  is  the  only  one  that  produces  lots  of  large  berries.  Superb, 
Peerless  and  some  others  produce  large  berries  but  not  enough.  Progressive  produces 
lots  of  berries  but  not  large  enough  for  commercial  purposes.  Mastodon  does  both. 
It  is  also  a  strong  grower,  making  larger  and  stronger  plants  than  the  Progressive. 
The  quality  of  the  berries  is  good  but  not  quite  as  good  as  Progressive  and  Cham¬ 
pion,  and  it  is  superior  in  all  other  respects.  The  fruit  is  of  good  size  and  attractive. 
They  eat  well,  will  sell  well,  and  are  firm  enough  to  ship.  Mastodon  is  the  most 
remarkable  everbearer  yet  known,  and  some  should  be  included  for  every  home  gar¬ 
den.  For  growers  who  are  favorably  situated  as  to  soil  and  market,  we  recommend 
a  thorough  trial  for  Mastodon,  with  a  view  to  adding  a  good  cash  money  crop  to  the 
list  of  things  you  grow. 


PROGRESSIVE — The  first  Everbearing  variety  that  bore  enough  berries  to  really 
make  it  worth  while.  Progressive  is  a  good  grower  and  very  productive.  The  berries 
are  of  medium  size,  a  rich  red  clear  through,  and  excellent  in  quality,  fully  as  good 
in  this  respect  as  most  of  the  spring  bearing  varieties.  You  do  not  have  to  sacrifice 
quality  when  you  eat  Everbearing  Strawberries. 


CHAMPION — This  variety  is  hailed  by  many  as  the  real  Champion  of  all  the 
Everbearing  varieties.  We  find,  however,  that  it  is  very  similar  to  Progressive  if  not 
identical.  There  is  no  difference  to  be  noted  in  the  size,  shape,  appearance  and  qual¬ 
ity  of  the  berries.  The  plant  growth  of  one  cannot  be  distinguished  from  the  other. 
The  introducer  and  other  berry  and  plant  growers  claim  that  it  is  more  productive 
than  Progressive.  Over  a  period  of  several  years,  we  have  seen  very  little  difference 
in  this  respect  or  any  other.  We  have  had  somewhat  larger  crops  at  times  from 
Champion  than  frorn  Progressive,  but  this  was  practically  always  traceable  to  some 
advantage  in  setting  and  handling  the  plants.  Our  stock  of  Champion  was  obtained 
directly  from  the  introducer,  so  we  have  it  pure.
